In regard to the unexpended balance shown in the 
above report we wish to say that we felt it our duty to. 
close the schools for two weeks as the attendance was very 
small, owing to the severe cold weather, deep snow and 
whooping cough so prevalent in the district. Conse- 
quently, the unexpended balance would have been much 
smaller had we kept the schools open. We, however, are 
making plans to run the schools longer in June, thereby 
saving a considerable amount on the cost of fuel. 

The 9th grade recently installed in the Pollard school, 
seems to be a success, but we cannot as yet determine just 
how much of a saving it will be to the district, as all de- 
pends on how many graduate next June from this class. 
It surely has been a considerable saving to parents who 
have sent their children to the 9th grade at the Pollard 
school this term, instead of out-of-town high schools. We 
feel that we have run the schools the past year as cheaply 
as possible, consistent with the high cost of fuel, the nec- 
essary expense of getting pupils fyom way back points in 
the district to school, and of employing teachers of ability. 
There is no doubt in our minds but what the pupils of Pol- 
lard and Westville schools are getting every chance pos- 
sible to assist them in obtaining a good thorough school- 
ing. The State Supt. tells us that the Pollard school 
stands among the highest in the ranks of graded schools 
in the state, and to cheapen the cost of running the 
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schools would to a certain extent reduce the high effi- 
ciency we now enjoy of the schools. We thereby recom- 
mend that a sum equal to our last appropriation be made 
to carry on the schools the coming year. 

We also hope the people of the district will co-operate 
with us in a plea to raise money for wiring the Pollard 
school for electric lights. We have seen how badly they 
are needed on dark days. We have to pay a certan sum 
per year for what lights and power we now use in the 
building, and the excess amount we are now paying would 
nearly, if not quite, pay for what additional heht that is 
required during dark and stormy days. 

We also note that the Westville school is sadly in 
need of paint, inside and out. We sincerely hope you will 
help up in these undertakings.

Parents and citizens of Plaistow: 

Complying with the request of the Board of Educa- 
tion, I submit the following report. 

When I became your public servant, in the interest 
of your schools,my aim was to train the children in every 
thing that makes for good citizenship, and to make the 
schools of Plaistow, second to. none in every respect: 
schools of which the citizens may justly be proud, andi 
such as would command admiration abroad. For another 
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year I have tried honestly, conscientiously, and to the best 
of my ability to further this aim. There have been fail- 
ures, I trust, there has been progress, too. 

I believe the moral tone of the schools is high, andl 
it has been gratifying to note the increasing pride and 
loyalty of the children toward the school. Every out of 
town visitor has commented on the fine spirit of the 
school. I believe this is largely due to the helpful attitude 
of the parents. Such union of interests inculeates in the 
children true patriotism, a pride in, and a love for their 
school, one of the greatest institutions for the training of 
good citizens. 

All the teachers feel grateful to the parents for their 
co-operation in securing punctuality. You will be pleased 
to note the improvement in this respect. For two terms 
in the Pollard there have been sixty-two cases of tardi- 
ness and thirty-eight in the Westville, while for the same 
length of time last year there were 125 cases in the Pol- 
lard, and forty-nine in the Westville. Quite different also 
from two years ago when there were nearly 400 cases. 

Another matter of interest to every citizen of Plais- 
tow is that the amount of money received from the state 
for school purposes is the largest in the town’s history; 
Since nearly four hundred of this was given on the high 
per cent of attendance, the teachers feel their work for 
this end has proved worth while. Here, again, I wish to 
acknowledge the helpful attitude of the parents. Much 
credit is also due Mr. Crockett, the faithful truant officer. 

We feel that the quality and character of the work 
now being done in the various grades is such as places 
our schools, in most respects, on a basis with good gram- 
mar schools eleswhere. The rapid progress made in 
grades I and IJ under the faithful direction of Miss Hills 
has been very gratifying. Miss Chapman has very ably 
and satisfactorily handled grades III, IV and V. The 
work in this room has been hard owing to the large 
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number of pupils and subjects. Miss Pike has been faith- 
ful and conscientious in grades VI and VII, and Miss 
Blanchard has done good work at Westville. 

Sickness and severe weather has been detrimental to 
the best progress ofthe schools. However, we are hoping 
to accomplish much in the remaining weeks. We are 
planning a sewing class for the girls of the grammar 
srades; and a movement is on foot to have a school gar 
den the coming spring. 

The recess problem is always an important one in the 
routine of school management. It is not necessary to ex- 
plain this for it is well known that this period, unless 
properly supervised, may prove to be a time of rioting 
and brutality and the playground a place for the develop- 
ment of various degenerative tendencies. If properly 
supervised, the games will have an important part in the 
moral as well as the physical upbuilding of the pupils. 
Operating the school garden will help in solving the recess 
problem. 

These are only a few phases of the great work, the 
training of character, in which we are engaged, but I be- 
lieve comprehensive enough to show the spirit of those 
serving your interests. 

In closing, I desire to express my appreciationof the 
willing and faithful service of the corps of teachersin car- 
rying out the various undertakings of the year. *
